LAWS OP 


AT ACT for res'dftfing 
Hawkers and 


Pedlars. 


SECT. 1. That hereafter the courts of quar- 


ter sessions of the respective counties in this 
commonwealth, or two judges of said courts 
in vacation, be and they are herebv authorised 
to issue :•. license to any applicant who shall 
bring- himself within the piovisions of the act 
passed the 30th day of March, 1784. entitled 
'•Anacl for regulating Hawkers and Pedlars," 
and the supplement thereto, passed the 28th 
day of March, 1799, and who shall give bond, 
to tiie commonwealth of Pennsylvania, with 
sureties to be approved of by the court, in 
the sum of $300, conditioned thut such appli- 
cant shall be of-uood behaviour during- the 
continuance of such licence, which shall be 
for one year, and the said applicant shall sat- 
isfy the court that he is a man of honesty and 
good moral character, and otherwise bring- 
himself \\ ithin the provisions of said acts: 
Provided, That before any such license shall 
issue to any such applicant, he shail pay for 
the use of this commonwejilth, for a license 
to travel on foot 58 ; with one horse and cart 
or other vehicle, $16 ; with two horses and 
wjg-c"" or other vehicle, S25, and produce :i 
receipt from the county treasurer, together 
with the usual fees to the clerk for similar 
services, and the clerks of &<m3 courts respcc- 
Jivelv shall within ttn days after earh term 
transmit to the Auditor General a list of the

cmmtv treasure)s respectively, on or before 
the second Tuesday in December in each and 
everv year, to render an account under oath 
or affirmation to the Auditor General of all 
monies received by them for licenses, speci- 
fying the names of the persons, and the- a- 
mount received from each, and pay over to 
the state treasurer all monies received by 
them, deducting therefrom a commission of 
five percent., and if any county treasurer 
shall neglert or refuse to render his account 
to the Auditor General for settlement and 
pay over thf full amount to the state treasurer 
as hereinbefore d'rccted. such treasurer shall 
not be allowed airy-compensation or commis- 
sion.

obtained » license so to do, under the provi- 
sions of the second section (if this act ; and if 
any person shall go from place to place to 
sell rr expose to sale any such article with 
out a license so to do being by hint first ob- 
tained. <iiich person shall forfeit and pny the 
sum of fifty dollars, and any justice of the 
peace or alderman, on view, or the informa- 
tion or complaint on oath or affirmation of a- 
nv other person, shall and in either case is 
hereby enjoined to proceed in a summary 
\vay against such person so offVnding to con- 
viction, and in default of immediate payment 
of said forfeiture, to commit him to the com- 
mon ]ail of said count}-, there to be detained 
until discharged by due course of law, and ev- 
ery repetition of the said offence shall be 
considered and punished as a new ofTence, 
and every person so employed who upon de1- 
mand shall refuse to exhibit his license, shall 
be deemed an offender against this act, and 
one half of the penalties, which may accrue 
under the provisions of this act shall go to 
the informer, and the other half to the coun- 
ty in which they may happen, and any such 
informer, notwithstanding- his interest, shall 
be a competent witness. 


SKCT. 2. That the clerks of the courts of 


quarter sessions of the respective counties of 
this commonwealth, are hereby authorised to 
grant separate licenses for one year under 
the seal of said court, to hawkers and pedlars 
of tin and japanned ware, and to hawkers 
and pedlars of clock"?, upon satisfactory evi- 
dence of the good moral character of such ap- 
plicant, he having first produced a receipt 
from the county treasurer for thirty dollars, 
and it shall be the duty of the said clerks res- 
pectively upon granting such license, imme- 
diately to transmit a certificate thereof to the 
Auditor General, who sliali charge the coun- 
ty treasurer with the sum so received, and 
the county treasurers shall receive a like 
commission, and be subject to the same du- 
ties, and restrictions and penalties connected 
with their accountability under this act, as 
are provided in the fifth section of the act, 
entitled "An act laying a duty on retailers 
of foreign merchandise," and the applicant 
shall pay to the clerk like fees as for similar 
services. 


SECT. 3. That the act", entitled "An act 


regulating tin pedlars," passed the twenty- 
fourth of March, 1818, is hereby repealed —

"TiJE FAR WEST." 


Where is ihe west, and what are its 


bounds ? But a few short years have 
passed, since our thriving town, (then a 
rude hamlet) stood upon the further 
confines of the rising west 
Still be- 


yond, there did, indeed, exist an ideal 
realm of future greatness—a matted 
and a mighty forest, "but clouds and 
thick darkness rested on it." 
Here 


and there it was dotted with a settle- 
ment of whites, clustered together for 
mutual assistance and mutual defence. 
These were "few and far between ;" 
and still beyond and deeper, sunk in the 
murky shadows of the wilderness, roa- 
med the border band of lawless and out- 
lawed whites—a race of men found only 
upon the line of frontier territory, be- 
tween savage and civilized life, to nei- 
ther of which they have any affinity, and 
whose anomalous character, rejecting 
the virtues of either, embodies, in one, 
the vices of both. 
. 
But the solitude has been penetrated, 


the forest has been overwhelmed by^the 
towering wave of emigration. That

a tear," 


are alike bore down, trampled and des- 
troyed, by this everlasting scramble for 
the" west. This course of empire may 
—must be stayed, when the shore of 
the Pacific has been reached, and the in- 
termediate distance reclaimed and pop- 
ulated. 
But before these are effected, 


how mighty must be the growth of our 
republic ? Already the annual tourist 
\vho was wont to exhaust all his ram- 
bling desires in reaching the "Falls,35 


disdains so slight an excursion—he 
must visit the west—and Green Bay or 
Fort Winnebago is now his resting 
place. Another year, and even these 
will be left behind, and the ever-rece- 
ding west must be pursued over suc- 
ceeding rivers, and mountains, and 
plains, until "the western tour" shall 
terminate at the mouth of the Oregon.

Under the title of "Bank Robbery. 


No. V." the Kentucky Commentator 
publishes the statement below.

mality of the enumeration. 


The Harrodsburgh Branch of the 


Bank of the Commonwealth was enter- 
ed, one night last week, by means of 
false keys. 
All the money there was 


in the Bank, except about five dollars 
in silver change, was stolen. 
How 


much was not known; probably sever- 
al thousand dollars. 
The Cashier was 


absent: the person engaged by him to 
sleep in the Bank was also absent, and 
no person in town knew how much 
money there was in the Bank. 
It was 


moreover surmised that the Cashier, 
before he went away, had put the mon- 
ey into some private place, for safe 
keeping; but that is rather unlikely, 
and the 'probability is, that notwith- 
standing the late law, and ail its provi- 
sions for the safety, and better manage- 
ment, of the institution, the public has 
sustained another very heavy loss, by 
this depredation. 


The surplus notes in the principal 


Bank, in Frankfort, to the amount of 
$$270,000, were burnt last month, in 
pursuance of a resolution of the Gene- 
ral Assembly. 


The Mount Sterling Brandt has been 


withdrawn; and orders have passed, at 
the principal Bank, for withdrawing 
several other branches. 


The Commentator further mentions 


that the trial of Charles L. Harrison, 
for robbing the Louisville Branch of 
the Bank of the Commonwealth, had 
taken place during the third week in 
March ; but that the Louisville papers 
were silent on the subject.

ANOTIIEH-STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION. 
From the Cincinnati Advertiser, April 27. 


It is with the most lively feelings of 


regret we have again to announce a- 
'nother of those calamitous events, 
which liave so often occurred of late 
upon the Western waters. The supe- 
rior Steamboat Caledonia,Ca.pt. Russell, 
on her way up from New Orleans, burst 
her boiler about nine miles below New 
Madrid, which killed nine, badly woun- 
ded seven, and slightly wounded eight, 
as follows, viz :

gers ; Joseph Russell, engineer; John 
Greenup, Thomas, crew; Adam Tay- 
lor,colored fireman; Anthony Hawkins, 
steward.

CONGHBSS. 


WASHINGTON, May 5. 


In the Senate of the United States, 


yesterday, the bill to re-organize the 
Navy of the United States was taken 
up as the general order. This bill pro- 
vides for the creation of six Admirals. 
The bill having been read, Mr. Hayne 
addressed the Senate in its support, 
and continued until 12 o'clock, when he 
was reminded that the hour had arri- 
ved lor resolving the Senate into a 
Court of Impeachment; and the bill on 
Mr. H's motion was laid on the table. 


Mr. Tazewell then moved that the 


Senate proceed under the resolution 
passed the day before yesterday, to re- 
solve itself into a Court of Impeach- 
ment ; when the oath was administered 
to the Vice President, by the Secretary, 
and by him to the Senators^ as they 
were successively called. The Court 
having been thus organised, the man- 
agersj on the part of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, Messrs. Buchanan, Storrs, 
McDuffie, Wickltffe and Spencer, en- 
tered the Senate Chamber, and took 
the seats within the bar assigned them. 
Proclamation having then been made, 
Mr. Buchanan read to the Senate the 
articles of impeachment against Judge 
Peck, of Missouri, and when he had 
concluded, the President informed the 
managers that the Senate would take 
order on the subject, of which due no-_ 
tice would be given to the House of 
Representatives. 
The managers on 


the part of the House then retired ; 
when Mr. Tazewell submitted a reso- 
lution, which was adopted, that a sum- 
mons be issued to Judge Peck, return- 
able on Tuesday next; and that the 
Secretary inform the House of Repre- 
sentatives thereof. 
On motion of Mr. 


Tazewell the Court of Impeachment 
adjourned to Tuesday next. 


The consideration of the bill to reor- 


ganize the Navy of the United States 
having been resumed, Mr. Hayne con- 
tinued his arguments in its favor; and 
•when he had concluded, Mr. Dickerson 
moved to strike out that part of the bill 
providing for the creation of six Admi- 
rals, \vhich motion prevailed, yeas 23, 
nays 17. 
Mr. Hayne then moved to 


insert a provision for the appointment 
of three Admirals. 
On this motion an 


interesting 
debate 
ensued, (during 


•which several propositions to amend 
were made) and in which the creation 
of Admirals in the Navy was sup- 
ported by Messrs. Hayne, Webster, 
Livingston, Wooclbury, and Johnston, 
and opposed by Messrs. Dickerson, 
Forsyth, Foot, Tazewell and. Holmes. 
At a late hour the Senate adjourned 
without taking the question on Mr. 
Hayne's motion. 


In the House of Representatives, a- 


mong the bills reported, was one intro- 
duced by Mr. Wickliffe, from the se- 
lect committee appointed in pursuance 
of a resolution of the House, upon the 
subject of providing, in order to pre- 
vent accidents in steamboats under cer- 
tain penalties, for the strength and fit- 
ness of the machinery (and in particu- 
lar of the boilers) attached to steam 
vessels, and respecting the skill and ex- 
perience of the engineers entrusted 
•with their management. 
It was read 


twice, and referred to a committee of 
the Whole on the State of the Union. 
The same committee also reported the 
annexed resolution, which was agreed 
to unanimously. 


Resolved. That the Secretary of the 


Treasury be directed to collect and 
communicate to this House, at the next 
session of Congress, such information 
(and report his views on the same) as in 
his opinion may be useful and impor- 
tant to Congress in enacting regula- 
tions for the navigation of steamboats 
or steam-vessels, with a view to guard 
against the dangers arising from the 
"bursting of boilers. 


The bill for the regulation of certain 


duties on imports was then taken up in 
a Committee'of the Whole on the Stale 
of the Union, Mr. Polk in the Chair. 
Mr. Davis, of Massachusetts, resumed 
and concluded his remarks in favor of 
the measure. Mr. Crawford followed 
on the same side. Two bills from the 
Committee on Foreign Afiairs, one fix- 
Ing the compensation of Foreign Min- 
isters, and the other for the settlement 
of the accounts of various public func- 
tionaries, were, on motion of Mr. Ar- 
cher, considered in the committee and 
reported to the House. After which, 
at 5 o'clock, an adjournment took place.

breJentf's bill, in nrnciulmenl of the Naviga- 
tion Laws, was discussed until the close of 
the hour ; Mr. Wayne renewing- his remarks 
upon that subject. The hill to regulate cer- 
tain duties was then taken up in a Committee 
of ihe Whole on the state of the Union, Mr. 
Polk in the Chair ; and Mr. Crawford conclu- 
ded his argument in support of it. 


Mr. Hurnwcll followed in opposition to it, 


and was succeeded by Mr. Corham in its fa- 
vor until the rising of the committee. Mr. 
Huchanan 
subsequently submitted to the 


House a bill in lieu of that of Mr. Mallary, 
which was ordered to be printed ; after which 
the House, at 5 o'clock, adjourned. 


M A Y 7. 


In the Senate of the United States, yester- 


day, after the reception of various reports 
from Standing Committees on subjects which 
had been referred to them, Mr. Dickerson, 
from the Committee to which was referred so 
much of the President's Message as relates to 
the disposal of the surplus revenue of the na- 
tion after the payment of the national debt, 
reported a bill for the distribution of the sur- 
plus revenue among the States, which was 
read and ordered to a second reading. 


The bill authorizing a subscription to the 


stock of the Baltimore and Ohio Kail Koacl 
was read a second time. 


Mr. llendricks moved, in consequence of 


the Senate not being full, that the bill, for the 
present, be laid on the table ; which was a- 
greed to.

House of Representatives, Mr. 


White, of New York, offered a resolution cal- 
ling upon the Secretary of the Treasury for 
a variety of information of great interest with 
respect to our foreign commerce 
The bill 


to amend the iiavig.Uion laws was discussed 
until the close of (.he hour, Mr. Wavne resu- 
ming his argument, and Mr. Scott offering an 
amendment. 


MATS. 


The Senate yesterday resumed the consid- 


eration of the bill for the relief of the Revolu- 
tionary officer-i and soldiers of the Virginia 
State line, winch was ordered to a third rea- 
ding. 
Several private bills were passed, to- 


gether with the bill to vest in the State of In- 
diana certain lands within the canal grant— 
the act to alter the time of holding the ses- 
sions of the Legislative council at Florida— 
and the bill "to graduate the price of the 
public lands-," the latter, after an unsuccess- 
ful motion to amend, by Mr. Foot, was passed 
by a vote of 24 to 22. 


After the expenditure of the morning hour 


in the discussion of the bill to amend the 
Navigation Laws, which was again occupied 
by Mr. Wayne, who concluded with the hour, 
Mr. Strong having then obtained the floor, 
some resolutions were acted on in the House 
of Represp.ntatives. 
A. resolution offered on 


the 3d inst. by Mr. Carson, calling for infor- 
mation on the subject of the accounts of 
Miles King of Nmfolk, having been taken up, 
Mr. Whittlesey moved an amendment, enlar- 
ging the sphere of the inquiry, and connect- 
ing with it an inquiry on the subject of Pur- 
ser Timberlake's accounts, but, the hour ha 
vmg expired, no discussion took place, a mo- 
tion to lay the resolution and amendment on 
the table being negatived by a vote of 149 to8. 


From the articles of impeachment exhibi- 


ted against Judge Peck, the Philadelphia 
Journal makes the following summary of the 
charges against him. 


The accused is Judge of the District Court 


of the United States for Missouri. In Decem- 
ber, 1825, a suit was tried before him to settle 
certain public land claims, which he decided 
against the claimants, who appealed to the 
Supreme court, of which appeal the Judge 
had notice. 
In March, 1826, Judge Peck 


published in the Missouri Republican his ju- 
dicial opinion delivered in the case, which 
Mr. Lawless, the claimant's council, criticised 
in the Missouri Advocate, and alleged that 
the opinion contained errors of doctrine and 
fact. 
This publication was signed 'A Citi- 


zen.' At the silting of the Court in April, 
182G, upon the assumption that Mr Lawless 
was responsible for the article, and was guil- 
ty of a contempt, Judge Peck c:uised him to 
be arrested on an attachment, sentenced him 
to an imprisonment of 24 hours, and suspend- 
ed him from practice in the Court, for 18 
months, which was immediately put in exe- 
cution. 


The Tariff—Contrary 
to our antici- 


pation, a debate lias arisen in the House 
of Representatives c:i the broad ques- 
tion of the TarilV, or, in other words, 
the policy of continuing the duties on 
the importation of foreign goods, to 
their present extent, with a view to the 
encouragement of the manufactures of 
our own couniry. 


The effect of the introduction of this 


question into the proceedings of Con- 
gress, will certainly he to prolong the 
session beyond the day fixed upon by 
the House of Representatives for its 
termination,(the 17th of this month.) 
We do not suppose that 'he session can 
now he brought to a close before the 
2-Uh, if before the 31st of the moiu.li : 
and, by adjourning even ai ihe latter 
dale, much of the really useful business 
of the session will be loft undone ; al- 
though as to their sittings, both Hou- 
ses of Congress have been industrious 
rather than otherwise. 


Notwithstanding the encroachment 


on the time of Congress, we ihink it by 
no means unfortunate that this Tariff 
Debate has arisen. 
It will throw use- 


ful light on the subject: il will prepare 
the way for such modifications of ihe 
Tariff as arc really advisable: and. it 
may be hoped, il may serve to show 
that some portion of the taxes which 
are regarded as oppressive to parts of 
the country, arc beneficial, not only lo 
the whole, but to the Aery parts which 
they arc supposed to oppress. Above

go all lengths with executive recom- 
mendation. 
His report as chairman of 


the Committee of Ways and Means, on 
the Constitutionality and expediency of 
the Bank of the U States, may be men- 
tioned in proof of this assertion 
The 


question of the re-chartering of this in- 
stitution, may be considered complete- 
ly settled by this report — so clear and 
decided are its terms of approbation 
of the Bank, and so pointed does it dis- 
countenance the substitute which Gen. 
Jackson, in the plenitude of his sagaci- 
ty, recommends for adoption in its 
place. 


The first part of the Report, embra- 


cing the constitutional question, is 
published in the Herald. The Stock 
of the U. S Bank has now risen to 127 
per share, from 1 1 6, the lowest point of 
depression to which it was driven by 
the President's Message — and it now is 
considered more settled than if there 
had been no fluctuation in it.
